If joa do not own ona 
(and yon shooM in th«e« times of 
htRh prices) aae aay ttcbtly covered 
diih. Be sore it is tlaht so the •team 
cannot escape. 

Bread Stufllno.— Two cupfuls soft 
bread crumlw, ea^half eupful batter 
meltea In oBe third cupful hot water 
pr mtlk, oa x earter teaspoonfW pow- 
d«r«d Bwast herbe or spleed poaltry. 
leasonlag. one beaten aaa- Mix the 
Ingredients together thoroughly. Tbe 
breed shovid be S4 honra old and 
takoa from the center of the loaf. 
The seaaoolng Is a matter of lodl- 
vidual tMta, ao yoa can use the above 
quantities or snlt your tasta. The 
egg may Im omitted If the flank la to 
be eaten hot. but will slice 
when cold if egg is used, 
cnimbs give a drier stuffing. 

Spread your flank steak with atrave 
and roll tightly. Fry out some enet 
and then brown tbe flank so as to 
bold the Julcea. Put In casserole, add 
little water and when half done aea- 
son with salt and pepper, chopped 
onions and plenty of fine minced rege- 
tables or rice, wbicbever you may 
prefer. The flank Is quite luicy, so 
yoa will need but little water. It 
htka flavor, so the hjsh spices and 
vegetables make up what the flank 
laifks.

With the rapid decrease ot oar tim- 
ber supply and the resultlag Increase 
In the price of lumber there has ooa^e 
a necessary demaad tor a aew Indld* 
Ing material. Nowhere has this de- 
mand been felt more keenly tkaa on 
the Ameiteaa farm, where laafeer has 
till now been practically fke only 
building material. On account, how- 
<'ver, of the. farmer's neanw^ to, the 
timber ttself, he has been the last one 
to feel the full effect ot the shorUge. 

In concrete a bnlldlng material has 
been dlscoTered that in many insUnces 
has proTvd ta ba tar snpertor to lum- 
ber, brick or balldtng stones on ac- 
count o( its durability, economy and 
safjpty from fire loss. MoieoTer. It 
eiD TS^' often be use4 at the most 
craTMddat time by the farther hilfastilt 
wlA a very little assistance. 

FreQuently cement users hare autde 
coftly mistakes by not tntonnlng 
themselves properly before starting 
th4^ work conceminc the correct 
m«Hhods ot making good concrete. For 
this purpose the following materials 
aro necessary: (1) cement; (S) sand: 
(3) gravel or ervAed stoae, and (4) 
water. 

Cement Is, therefore, only one part 
of*a concrete mixture. A far greater 
proportion of sand and gravel than 
cement Is required. The quantity of 
cement to be used and the strength 
of the concrete depends entirely on 
the quality and else of the sand and 
gmvel, and It Is of the ataaest Im- 
portance" that these be of the ilgbt 
kind. With aa equal amoont ot ce- 
ment a far stronger coacrote may be 
made If the sand and gravel are of 
the proper else ard eorrsetly pro- 
portioned. It Is sometimes thought 
that any kind of soil of a sandy na- 
ture, mixed with a small percentage 
of cemMt will make eaaeme* but 
this Idea Is Incorrect

School of Religion Needed. 

Of course, the Sunday School Is the 
center for all this work, allUougb the 
activities of tbe church s'oould extend 
through tbe entire week and the Sun- 
day School should cease to be so 
named.

A. 0. Stanley Takts His Stand 
With Woodrow Wilson on 
Liqoor QoestioiL 

Paintivillc, Ky., May 19.— Former 
Congreaamon A. O. Stanley, in spea|i 
ing here this afternoon in tho inter 
est of hia candidacy for the Demc- 
cratic nomination for Okaaiauf, 
made reference to the recant latt«r 
of Preaident Woodrow Wilson ad- 
dressed to Gen. W. B. Haldeman. of 
Louiaville, defininf hia position on 
the nqoar qoeatial and raiteratiac 
hia viewa in favor of iMal option aa 
opposed to State-wide prohibition.
